Birmingham, Tuesday, May nth, 1886. 

The fifth annual meeting of the Alabama Pharmaceutical 
Association was held in Henna Vista Hall, Birmingham, begin- 
ning May nth, 1886. 

TUESDAY AFTERNOON— FIRST SESSION. 

At 2:30, May nth, President A. L. Stollenwerck called the 
Association to order, and welcomed the members with appropriate 
remarks, to Birmingham. 

The Secretary called the roll, which showed a quorum pres- 
ent. On motion, the reading of the minutes was dispensed with. 

The presentation of names for membership being in order, the 
Secretary read the following : William Gregg, Birmingham ; Doc

The applications were received and the Secretary instructed to 
cast an affirmative ballot for the applicants, which was done, and 
they declared members of this Association. 

On motion, adjourned until 8 :30 o'clock this evening. 
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SECOND SESSION. 

Tuesday Evening, 8:30 o'clock. 

The Convention assembled at above time. 

The following Nominating Committee, to nominate officers 
for the ensuing year, was appointed: P. C. Candidus, J. L. 
Wikle and G. M. Morrow. 

The reports of officers being now in order, President Stollen- 
werck read hie address, which was replete with good suggestions. 

Gentlemen and Members of the Alabama Pharmaceutical Association: 

It Is with great pleasure and no small degree o( pride that I, both as the President 
of this body and as an humble citizen, welcome you to our magic city, the birthplace ol 
this honored Association. 

Since the earliest era In the affairs of man, when he wandered about a simple child 
ol nature, nntrammeled by fixed laws o( government or of society, It has been found nec- 
essary lor mutual protection, that he should unite with his brothers to repel the attacks 
of his many enemies, and to elevate bis condition and better his surroundings by the 
assistance of blalellow beings. This is the origin ol cities, States and nations, and of all 
professional organizations and successful enterprises. Men hare overcome all difficulties 
by union and co-operation. 

In the year 1880. the Pharmacists of Birmingham, through the earnest efforts of 
Mr. S. W. Glllispie, now deceased, founded an association known as the Jefferson County 
Pharmaceutical Association, and on the following year the Pharmacists of the State were 
called together In convention, and a State association was formed. This was the begin- 
ning of our Association, and It has steadily grown until It numbers over eighty active 
members, and Is destined to become a powerful association for the advancement of one 
of the most Interesting and scientific professions known to the world. 

The past year has been a memorable one In the history of our great Republic. 
When we last convened the whole country was In a state of political excitement, occa- 
sioned by the recent inauguration of a new chief executive officer. Many and direful 
were the predictions made by political soothsayers as to future financial affairs. Some 
predicted great depression In money matters, and a general stagnation of business; but 
oil was soon poured upon the troubled waters by the happy policy of the newly elected 
chief magistrate, and although our own State has sustained sad visitations in the fearful 
destruction of her cotton crop, and, more recently. In the great damage done by floods; 
yet we have survived It all, and once more move with the bright star of hope shining 
above us in all Its glory. 

The true use ol chemistry Is not to make gold, but to prepare medicines for the 
treatment of diseases, wrote the renowned Paracelsus. Do we not echo the sentiment? 

Pharmacy, like her sister science, the practice of medicine, has passed through 
many and varied epochs, struggling with superstition and combating successfully with 
Ignorance and knavery ; It Is a beautiful professlan, as well as scientific, and should not 
be entered upon without proper qualification and peculiar fitness, lor we deal with the 
lives ol our fellow beings. We should, therefore, strive with untiring energy to keep - 
pace with Its rapid progress, and this can only be done by constant research and experi- 

I am pleased to be able to state that some of the colleges ol Pharmacy exact ol 
their graduates a standard even as high as that required by many colleges ol Medicine. 

We should lollow the good example set by the Alabama Medical Association, which 
ranks second to none and numbers among its members some of the brightest and most 
talented practitioners in the land; so high is its standard that to be a member of this

i, why should we not, too, form an organization, excluding the Ignorant and 
unprincipled from Its ranks? 

We can do much by co-operation and determination. Let each individual member 
feel that It is his duty to exert every effort to elevate the status of his profession, and to 
assist In crushing out Incompetent and unprincipled men, who so seriously retard the 
progress of Pharmacy and who seek for the love of pecuniary gain to prostitute the pro- 
fession to a mere trade. Another mode of advancing the science of Pharmacy is Id the 
forming of local associations. 

Every town and city in the State of Alabama should have a society, where original 
ideas may be exchanged, and new remedies discussed; where means of advancement 
may be brought about, and good feeling and social spirit be promoted. 

Th| fact that so few counties have local associations is one reason why this Asso- 
ciation has not grown more rapidly, but I sincerely hope and confidently believe that 
before many years shall bave passed, ours will be regarded as one of the most useful in 
the State. 

The relation existing between the Pharmacist and Physician Is Inseparable, hence 
mutual protection is essential for the welfare of both. It Is only a question of time when 
the Pharmacist will be recognized as the co-equal of the Physician whose friend he is. 
Friends, the Physician and Pharmacist must be for mutual protection. 

Should the overburdened disciple of JSsculaplus, in a moment of forgetfulness, 
write for a combination which might prove disastrous to the health of his patient, it Is 
the duty of the Pharmacist not to expose the error, as this would tend to destroy the 
confidence of the patient and bring about unpleasantness, but to repair Immediately W 
the former and have the mistake corrected. 

On the other hand, should the Pharmacist by an unfortunate accident, chance to 
make some mistake In filling a prescription it is the duty of the conscientious Physician, 
to the best of his ability, lo screen him from condemnation, provided no serious conse- 
quences have resulted. We must remember that self preservation is the first law of 
nature, and we should not ask of others that which we would not do for them. 

We should strongly deprecate the habit of counter prescribing, for it Is not only 
a great injustice to ihe.medical man but also an Injustice to brother Pharmacists. 

We are but compounders and dispensers of medicine and not diagnosticians, and 
If we Infringe upon the rights of others, we can but expect retaliation. 

But should the Physician go far forget bis code of ethics and the dignity of his 
position, an to keep in stock, and dispense bis own medicines, then should he be made to 
feel the force of our righteous indignation. 

The sale of patent medicines Is looked upon by some of the medical profession as 
beneath the dignity of a reputable Pharmacist, but it is a fact that the amount of patents 
usually carried In stock by an ordinary retail Pharmacist Is to supply the demand 
created by the many and varied advertisements of the manufacturers, and not through 
any desire on the part of the Pharmacist to come between the Physician and his patient. 

Cutting prices should In no Instance be indulged in, for at best our profit Is small, 
considering the fact that a great amount of capital Is represented In patents which sell 
very (infrequently and in small quantities. 

The Pharmacists of this State, from the facts which I bave gathered, have not In- 
dulged In the practice of selling patents at a tittle advance over their original cost. The 
unhappy condition of tilings In a neighboring State should prove a warning to us and 
cause us to uphold each other In sustaining full prices. 

I desire to call the attention of the Association to the recently defeated Pharmacy 
law. J have since been reliably Informed that its defeat was due to the fact that It was 
not fully understood, and there being no representative present from this body to 
explain Its meaning and to set forth its importance, it naturally failed to pass. 

I think the suggestion made by my esteemed predecessor should be acted upon; 
and at the proper time shall proceed to appoint a committee to be present at the next 
legislature, and when the proposed law is Introduced, be ready to answer any objection 
which may be raised.

in at the tact that forty representatives, for fear the law as It read 
would Interfere with general stores in their respective counties gelling medicines, I 
think It wall to change the bill so aa to make It applicable to places of Ave hundred 
Inhabitants and over. With this change, and with a carelul circulation of the proposed 
law In pamphlet form among the representatives, am satisfied It can be passed. 

Wo most all do our duty and each one present a copy to his Legislator and discuss 
It with him In order that he may be familiar with It when It Is introduced. 

Of this law pages might be written, but I shall cooflne my remarks to a tew ol its 
most salient features. 

The first section refers to the registration of Pharmacists and tbelr employees, and 
directs that registration be allowed only to men who have undergone rigid examinations 
by the State Board of Examiners, and pronounced by this Board botb competent and 
reliable. What can be more reasonable or Just than this? 

The State requires of every Physician, no matter what his previous advantages 
may have been, or from whatOollege his diploma may have been Issued, a searching ex- 
amination before he Is allowed to pursue his vocation within her limits. 

But how does this benefit the public health, or protect the helpless Invalid, if Igno- 
rant and Incompetent men are allowed to compound prescriptions 1 

The physician may have spent weeks of sleepless nights and untiring labor to save 
the lite ol his patient, and then have it suddenly extinguished by an error ot an Ignorant 
dispenser. We should impress upon our law makers that the Incompetent pharmacist 
is more to be feared than the incompetent medical man. 

Section seven provides, that the pharmacist shall be held responsible tor the 
quality of all drugs, chemicals and medicines, except those Id original packages of the 
manufacturer, and patent medicines. This will prove good In more than one respect. 
In the first placs It will require the pharmacist to carefully examine all the articles 
which be retails, to ascertain it they are as represented. To do this It Is necessary that 
be should be thoroughly posted In his profession, that he may be able to discriminate 
between the good and the bad, the pure and the impure. This will be a great Incentive 
to study and to become familiar with his stock. 

In the second place he will be impressed with the fact that he is transgressing the 
civil laws as well as the divine law, if, from carelessness on his part, serious accidents 

Our country has frequently been shocked at the announcement ol death produced 
by neglect of one of our fraternity, and one ol the most common errors Is the substitu- 
tion of morphine for quinine; a terrible illustration of this occurred, as you are doubtless 
aware, in the case of a Jersey City pharmacist Recently, who dispensed, through care- 
lessness, morphine for quinine, and the result being the death of the estimable young 
ladles and the lunacy ol the pharmacist. 

The States of New York and Georgia require that morphine shall be put up In 
scarlet wrappers and at one lime the question was being agitated of the potting of all 
kinds of poisons In peculiar shaped bottles, or containers, to obviate mistakes which 
have so often occurred through patients taken medicine In the dark. 

The pharmacist who adulterates or substitutes Is as criminal as the midnight 
assassin, and should be dealt with accordingly. 

The section referring to labeling of poisons, and to discrimination as to whom they 
are to be sold Is most Important 

The licensing ot Itinerant venders of drugs and medicines, those thievish parasites 
who prey upon the Ignorant may he effectual in abolishing them from the State, or, at 
any rate, exercise a salutary effect upon the public by lessening their number. 

lluch more might be said of the law which embodies so much that is good and 
useful, but want of time forbids my doing so. 

As I said before, I hope that each of you will use, to the best of your ability, your 
influence in having It go through the bouse, for there Is not one of us who does not 
possess some degree of influence, however small It may be, and when this law Is passed 
and not until then, may we consider our association as one of the permanent institutions 
ot Alabama. 
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The druggists of Alabama are the equal of any, and under this proposed law it will 
not lie long before they occupy their proper relation to tbe medical profession and the 
public generally. 

In my opinion the Code ol Alabama contains no law which is more beneficial, or a 
greater boon to the public, than would this prove, and I sincerely hope It will be passed. 
A very popular fallacy commonly existing la that the druggist la exhorbltant In his 
charges. Nothing is more erroneous or unjust than this. The world knows nothing of 
the multitude of serious drains upon our Income by the numerous charities to which we 
are called upon to contribute. We cannot refuse medicine to the unfortunate snfferer or 
to tbe widow and the orphan. Although we know that we will never receive one penny 
in remuneration, yet we must buy these articles which we are called upon to give to tbe 
poor and lor which we receive no pay and less credit. Besides, ours Is not a simple 
trade, nor are we mere venders of goods, like shoe merchants or grocers. 

Ours ts a profession far whicb we have been prepared by months of unremitting 
toll, deprivation and study, and are we not to be recompensed for time, skill and great 
responsibility ? We must insist that the public -view us in our proper light, and to 
" render unto Ctesar tbe things that are Cfesar's." 

This end can only be assured by our constant endeavor to elevate the practice of 
pharmacy, until It shall take Its rank as oue of the foremost of. sciences, and will be 
recognized as such by all men ; and this It will do in a few years. 

Our code of ethics is a Just and honorable one and contains no objectionable 
features. 

As there is no prescribed form in either our by-laws or constitution of making 
known the result of our annual meetings, I would suggest that we select some reputable 
Journal or paper through whose columns we may publish the proceedings and all 
matters of importance pertaining to our association, and of Interest to associations ol 
other States. 

Our Htale cannot boast ofa Journal of pharmacy; hence we must look to other 
States. I have received a very liberal offer from the " Drugman," published at Chatta- 
nooga, Tenn.. and as Its nsme Implies, devoted to the advancement of druggists and 
their profession, in which it gratuitously offers this association the use of its columns. 
It Is ably edited, and always contains interesting and Instructive articles and essays. I 
think In recognition of the compliment tendered us, we should adopt this paper as a 
regular medium through which to publish the proceedings of each annual meeting. 

And now, as I am about to close my communication, and the mantle of authority Is 
soon to drop fromimy shoulders to those of another, let me thank you lor tbe honor you 
have conferred upon me, and hope you have not been hypocritical In yonr observation of 
my career, tor "who does the best bis circumstances allows, does well, acts nobly; 
angels could not do more." 

I trust when another year shall bave rolled around, and we meet once more in 
convention, our brtghest hepes shall have ripened into realization. 

I thank you for tbe polite attention which you have given me and welcome yon 
again to the hospitalities of Birmingham.

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Declaration for Incorporation under the 
Statutes of Alabama. 

ARTICLE I. 

We, the undersigned, do hereby declare our intention and 
make this our application for the purpose of forming a corporation 
under the laws of the State of Alabama, to be known as the 
"Alabama Pharmaceutical Association-" 
akt1clk ii. 

The object of this Association shall be to unite the reputable 
Druggists and Pharmacists of the State, and establish fraternal 
feeling and co-operation among its members, to improve the science 
and art of Pharmacy, to restrict the dispensing and sale of medicine 
to regularly educated Druggists and Apothecaries. 

ARTICLE III. 

The Association shall consist of active and honorary members, 
and hold its meetings annually. 

ARTICLE IV. 

The Association shall have the following officers: A President, 
two Vice-Presidents, a Secretary, a Local Secretary and a Treasurer; 
who shall be elected annually by ballot, and shall hold office until 
an election of successors. 

ARTICLE V- 

The place or places where the business of the Association is 
to be transacted will be wherever its annual meetings shall be held, 
but at all times within the limits of the State of Alabama. 

ARTICLK VI. 

The names and residences of the officers of the corporation 
chosen for the first year ending May 9th, 1882, under a Constitution 
already existing, are as follows:

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The Proposed Alabama Pharmacy Law, 



Section i. Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the 
State of Alabama : That from and after the passage of this act, it 
shall be unlawful for any person, not a registered pharmacist 
within the meaning of this act, to conduct any pharmacy, drug 
store, apothecary shop, or store, located in any village, town or 
city in the State of Alabama of more than five hundred inhabitants 
for the purpose of retailing, compounding, or dispensing medicines 
or poisons for medical use, except as hereinafter provided. 

Sec. z. That it shall be unlawful for the proprietor of any 
store or pharmacy in any village, town or city in the State of 
Alabama of more than five hundred inhabitants to allow any 
person, except a registered pharmacist, to compound or dispense 
the prescription of physicians, or to retail or dispense poisons for 
medical use, except as an aid to and imder the supervision of a 
registered pharmacist. Any person violating the provisions of 
this section shall be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, and, on 
conviction, shall be liable to a fine of not less than $25 nor more 
than $100 for each and every offence. 

Sec. 3. The Governor shall appoint three persons from 
among the most competent pharmacists of the State, all of whom 
shall have been residents of the State for five years, and of at least 
five years' practical experience in their profession, who shall be 
known and styled " Board of Pharmacy for the State of Alabama," 
one of whom shall hold his office for one year, one for two years, 
and one for three years, and each until his successor shall he 
appointed and qualified. If a vacancy occur in said board, 
another shall be appointed as aforesaid to fill the unexpired term 
thereof. Said Board shall have power to make by-laws and all 
necessary regulations, and create auxiliary boards, if necessary, for 
the proper fulfillment of their duties under this act, without ex- 
pense to the State. 

Sec. 4. The Board of Pharmacy shall register in a suitable 
book (see Statute) the names and places of residence of all persons 
to whom they issue certificates, and dates thereof. It shall be the 
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duty of said Board of Pharmacy to register without examination, 
as registered pharmacists, all pharmacists and druggists who are 
engaged in business in the State of Alabama at the passage of this 
act, as owners or principals of stores or Pharmacies in any village, 
town or city of more than five hundred inhabitants for selling at 
retail, compounding or dispensing drugs, medicines or chemicals, 
for medicinal use, or for compounding or dispensing physicians' 
prescriptions, and all assistant pharmacists, eighteen years of age, 
engaged in said stores or pharmacies in any village, town or city of 
more than five hundred inhabitants in the State of Alabama at the 
passage of this act, and who have been engaged as such in some 
store or pharmacy where physicians' prescriptions were com- 
pounded and dispensed ; Provided, however, that in case of failure 
or neglect on the part of any person or persons to apply for regis- 
tration within sixty days after they shall have been notified, they 
shall undergo an examination as is provided for in section 5 of 
that act. 

Sec. 5. That the said Board of Pharmacy shall, upon appli- 
cation, and at such time and place, and in such manner as they 
may determine, examine, either by a schedule of questions to be 
answered and subscribed to under oath, or orally, each and every 
person who shall desire to conduct the business of selling at retail, 
compounding or dispensing drugs, medicines or chemicals, for 
medicinal use, or compounding or dispensing pysicians' prescrip- 
tions as pharmacists, and if a majority of said Board shall be satis- 
fied that said person is competent and fully qualified to conduct 
said business of compounding or dispensing drugs, medicines or 
chemicals, for medicinal use, or to compound and dispense physi- 
cians' prescriptions, they shall enter the name of such person as a 
registered pharmacist in a book provided for in section 4 of this 
act, and that all graduates in pharmacy, that require a practical 
experience in pharmacy of not less than four years before granting 
a diploma, shall be entitled to have their names registered by said 
Board without examination ; Provided, however, that this act, 
shall not be so construed as to prevent any physician, who is 
authorized to practice medicine or surgery under the laws of this 
State, from registering as a pharmacist or druggist without exami- 
nation ; Provided, that any person or persons, not a pharmacist or 
druggist, may open and conduct such store, if he or they keep 
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constantly in their employ a registered pharmacist or druggist. 

Sec. 6. The Board of Pharmacy shall be entitled to demand 
and receive from each person whom they register and furnish a 
certificate as a registered pharmacist without examination the sum 
of $2, and for each and every person that they examine orally, or 
whose answers to a schedule of questions are returned, subscribed 
to under oath, the sum of $3, which shall be in full for all services ; 
and in case the examination of said person shall prove defective 
and unsatisfactory, and his name not be registered, he shall be 
permitted to present himself for examination within any period 
not exceeding twelve months thereafter, and no charge shall be 
made for such examination. 

Sec, 7. Every registered pharmacist, apothecary, and owner 
of any store, shall be held responsible for the quality of all drugs, 
chemicals and medicines, he may sell or dispense, with the excep- 
tion, of those sold in original packages of the manufacturer, and 
also those known as patent medicines, and should he knowingly 
intermingle and fraudulently adulterate, or cause to be adulterated, 
such drugs, chemicals, or medical preparations, he shall be deemed 
guilty of a misdemeanor, and upon conviction thereof, be liable to 
a penalty not exceeding $100, and in addition thereto, his name 
shall be stricken from the register. 

Sec. 8. It shall be unlawful for any person from and after 
the passage of this act, to retail any poisons enumerated below, 
Arsenic and its preparations, Corrosive Sublimate, White and Red 
Precipitate, Birj Iodide of Mercury, Cyanide Potassium, Hydro- 
cyanic Acid, Strychnia, and all other poisonous vegetable alkaloids 
and their salts, and the essential Oil Almonds, Opium and its pre- 
parations except Paregoric and other preparations of Opium, con- 
taining less than two grains to" the ounce; Aconite, Belladonna, 
Colchicum, Conium, Nux Vomica, Henbane, Savin, Ergot, Cotton 
Root, Cantharides, Creosote, Veratrum, Digitalis, and their phar- 
maceutical preparations, Croton Oil, Chloroform, Chloral Hydrate, 
Sulphate of Zinc, Mineral Acids, Carbolic and Oxalic Acids, with- 
out labelling the box, vessel or paper, in which the said poison is 
contained, with the name of the article, the word Poison, and the 
name and place of business of the seller. Nor shall it be lawful 
for any person to deliver or sell any poison enumerated above, 
unless, upon due inquiry, it be found that the purchaser is aware 
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of its poisonous character and represents that it is to be used for a 
legitimate purpose. The provisions of this section shall not apply 
to the dispensing of poisons in not unusual quantities or doses 
upon the prescriptions of practitioners of medicine. Any violation 
of this section shall make the principal of said store liable to a fine 
of not less than $10 nor more than $100, 

Sec. 9. Any itinerent vender of any drug, poison, ointment, 
or appliance of any kind, intended for treatment of any disease or 
injury, who shall, by writing or printing, or any other method, 
publicly profess to cure or treat disease, or injury, or deformity, 
by any drug, nostrum or manipulation, or other expedient, shall 
pay a license of $100 per annum, to be paid in the manner for 
obtaining public license, or according to the usual laws in force 
for that purpose. 

Sec. 10. That any person who shall procure, or attempt to 
procure, registration for himself or for another, under this act, by 
making or causing to be made, false representations shall be 
deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, and shall, upon conviction 
thereof, be liable to a penalty of not less than $25 nor more than 
$100; and the name of the person so falsely registered shall be 
stricken from the register. Any person not a registered pharmacist 
as provided for in this act, who shall conduct such a store, phar- 
macy, or place for retailing, compounding, or dispensing drugs, 
medicines, or chemicals, for medical use, or for compounding or 
dispensing physicians' prescriptions, or who shall take, use, or 
exhibit the title of registered pharmacist, shall be, deemed a mis- 
demeanor, and, upon conviction thereof, shall'be liable to a penalty 
of not less than $100. 

Sec. 11. This act shall not apply to physicians putting up 
their own prescriptions, nor to the sale of proprietary medicines. 

Sec. 12. All acts and parts of acts in conflict with this act 
are hereby repealed. 

Sec. 13. Eve"ry registered pharmacist or druggist who de- 
sires to continue his profession, shall pay to the Board of Phar- 
macy the sum of $1, for which he shall receive a renewal of his 
certificate, unless his name has been stricken from the register by 
a violation of law. It shall be the duty of every registered phar- 
macist to conspicuously post his certificate of registration in his 
place of business. Any person who shall fail to comply with all 
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the provisions of this section, shall be liable to a fine of $5 for 
each calendar month during which he is delinquent. 

Sec. 14. The sum of $500 per year, or as much thereof as 
may be found necessary, is hereby appropriated out of the moneys 
so received for license for the expense of said Board of Pharmacy. 
All surplus over and above said amount to be divided as follows : 
One-half to the Pharmaceutical Association, the remainder to be 
paid into the State Treasury. 

Sec. 15. AH suits for recovery of the several penalties pre- 
scribed in this act, shall be presented in the name of the State of 
Alabama, in any court having jurisdiction, and it shall be the duty 
of the State's attorney of the county wherein such offense is com- 
mitted, to present all persons violating the provisions of this act 
upon proper complaint being made. 



CODE OF ETHICS. 

The members of the Alabama Pharmaceutical Association 
considering it necessary that some mutual understanding should 
exist in regard to the moral principles guiding them in their pro- 
fession, hereby agree upon the following Code of Ethics : 

1. We accept the United States Pharmacopoeia as our stand- 
ard and guide for all officinal preparations, and recognize variance 
from its rules only in exceptional cases where sufficient authority 
has proved some other process . more reliable to attain the same 
end. (This section is not intended to interfere with the dispensing 
of prescriptions or medicines ordered in accordance with foreign 
pharmacopoeias. ) 

2. We discountenance all secret formula; between physician 
and pharmacist, and consider it our duty to communicate such to 
each other when requested. 

3. We distinctly repudiate the practice of allowing physicians 
a percentage, in any form, on their prescriptions or patronage, as 
being derogatory to both ^professions. 

4. We will endeavor, as far as possible, to refrain from com- 
promising the professional reputation of any physician, and .expect, 
in return, the same courtesy from him. 
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5. As the apothecary should be able to distinguish between 
good and bad drugs, in most cases, and as the substitution of a 
weak or inert drug for an active one may, negatively, be productive 
of serious consequences, we hold that the sale of impure drugs or 
medicines, from motives of competition or desire of gain, when 
pure articles of the same kind may be obtained, is highly culpable, 
and that it is the duty of every honest apothecary or druggist to 
expose all such fraudulent acts as may come to his knowledge. 

6. The apothecary should be remunerated by the public for 
his knowledge and skill, and his charges should be regulated by 
the time consumed in preparation as well as by the value of the 
article sold. Although local and other circumstances necessarily 
effect the rate of charges at different establishments, no apothecary 
should intentionally undersell his neighbors with a view to their 

7. Recognizing the value of alcohol as a therapeutic agent, 
and the propriety of its being dispensed as such by pharmacists, 
yet deploring the wide-spread evil resulting from its intemperate 
use in its hundred insidious forms, we condemn any attempt to 
make it a prominent feature of our business as unprofessional, and 
we denounce the loose practice of allowing it to be used on the 
premises in any shape as a beverage, as degrading; and we urge 
upon pharmacists the duty of exercising at all times a conscientious 
care in dispensing a drug liable to such dangerous abuse. 

8. Members of this Association, when asked to do so, shall 
give each other, confidentially, any information in their possession 
affecting the character, habits, integrity or irregularities, of any 
assistant or apprentice who may have applied for employment, or 
to whom they may have given letters of introduction or recom- 
mendation. Any member who shall divulge such confidential 
communication to the detriment or annoyance of the member giv- 
ing it, shall, upon proof thereof, be no longer entitled to the cour- 
tesies due a member, and his name may be stricken from the roll. 

9. Believing that some means should be adopted to enforce 
the provisions of this Code, violations of the same may be reported 
at any annual meeting of the Association when the accused may 
be heard in his own defence, when, if found guilty, he may be 
censured, suspended or expelled by a vote of two-thirds of the 
members present.

BY-LAWS. 



CHAPTER I. — DUTIES OF OFFICERS. 

Article i. The President shall preside at all meetings of 
the Association. In his absence or inability to preside, one of 
the Vice-Presidents, or in [the absence of all, a president pro 
tempore shall perform the duties of the President. In all ballot- 
ing and on all -questions upon which the yeas and nays are taken, 
the President is required to vote ; in other cases, he shall not vote 
unless the members he equally divided. He shall call a special 
meeting whenever requested by five members, and present at each 
annual meeting a report of the operations of the Association. 

Art. 2. The Secretary shall keep a record of all the pro- 
ceedings of the Association, a list of the names, residence, and 
the date of entrance of each member, and be the custodian of all 
papers and reports read. He shall conduct all correspondence of 
the Association, and notify each member of its meetings. 

Art. 3. The Local Secretary shall aid the Secretary in the 
performance of his duties, and in his absence, shall act in his 
stead, and perform such other duties as may be directed by the 
Secretary. 

Art. 4. The Treasurer shall have charge of all the funds of 
the Association, for which he shall be personally responsible; 
collect all money due the Association, pay all bills when counter- 
signed by the President, issue the certificates of membership, 
render a full report at each annual meeting, and report the state 
of the Treasury when called upon. 

Art^ 5. The Executive Committee shall take into considera- 
tion and report, without delay, on all matters of business, and on 
all propositions for membership, 'and audit all bills against the 
Association; and in the interim, they, with the President, shall 
have the power to elect applicants for membership. 

CHAPTER II. OF MEMBERSHIP. 

Article i. Every pharmacist and druggist of good moral 
and professional standing, whether in business on his own ac- 
count, retired from business, or employed by another, and those 
teachers of pharmacy, chemistry and botany, who may be es- 
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
